If the sun is shining 
and the ground-hog sees his shadow 
as he. emerges, he takes it as a sign 
that spring is still six weeks off and 
goes back into his hole to escape the 
cold weather.

ing, 
the woodchuck 
comes out of 


hibernation, for spring is close at 
hand.

Thursday, was, as Is the custom, ac- 
corded the courtesy of the speaker's 
rostrum and addressed the members 
briefly after they had finished their 
morning business.

He told the story of tbe last elec- 


tion of a United States Senator by 
the legislature—the old way of elect- 
ing them before the primary law be- 
came effective. 


He said the legislators were dead- 


locked over the election for several 
weeks, each day's ballot showing a 
hopeless vote that failed to elect. 
Each time, in joint session, the legis- 
lature would refuse to upset the rul- 
ing of the presiding officer that the 
senate vote was irregular. 


Finally it was discovered that the 


small roll-top desks had Something 
to do "with the repeated failure 
to 


obtain a break in the dead-lock. 
Proponents and opponents would go 
into the Assembly galleries and look 
over the floor of the house to see 
which desks were open. 
Assuming 


that this meant the assemblyman 
were present and, would vote, the 
average was stricken and enough of 
the opposite side were added or sub- 
tracted to again split the vote. Fin- 
ally two or three of the members left 
their desks open and failed to vote, 
the election was completed and pan- 
demonium 
broke into 
the lower 


house. The President of the Senate 
refused to announce the vote; the 
president pro-tern took the stand and 


it and the long contest 
announced 
was over. 


The legislators now have flat-top- 


ped desks, joined in twos and threes. 


Attendants at the eighteenth an- 


nual road school crowded not only 
their meeting room in a local hotel, 
but the Capitol building during their 
week's stay here. They were inter- 
ested In the legislature and visited 
many state offices, some of them 
transacting state business for their 
counties while in the city for 
the 


highway meeting. Many of the blue- 
badged commissioners and workers 
were constantly in the lobbies out- 
side the Senate and Assembly, gen- 
erally conferring with their repre- 
sentative in the legislature. Capitol 
guides took many of them over the 
building and many "tours" were 
conducted by the legislators for vis- 
iting constituents. 


Following the resolutions intro- 


duced in the last session of the legis- 
lature calling the Capitol square 
streets a building, where one "way 
traffic prevails, the city has installed, 
just as the legislature goes to work, 
a set of stop-and-go signals. 


Protest was heard during the last 


legislature that persons crossing the 
street or alighting from street cars 
were unsafe in the street-wide line 
of plungwig cars, the city adopted 
severe ordinances regarding full stops 
behind cars and on entering 
the 


square. 


The new traffic signals allow 
all 


the cars to pass on the one-way 
"race-track," and to enter, then stop 
both the circular 
traffic 
and the 


square-entering 
autos 
to 
allow 


pedestrians free walking room at the 
avenue 
entrances to the Capitol 


park. 


After he had talked to members of 


the legislature and the Madison As- 
sociation of Commerce about the hos- 
pitality and beautification of Madi- 
son, the Four Lakes City, Governor 
Kohler said he was not certain just 
what steps the state could take in 
mproving the city plan. 


He said however, he would be 


pleased to go into the matter with 
:he city or the state and hoped that 
:he state would locale and arrange 
any -future buildings with a view to 
mproving the appearance of the city 
as well as the utility of offices. 


Governor -Zimmerman, enthusiast 


of town planning, cited many instan- 
ces in foreign lands and in other 
slates where gas 'reservoirs have 
been made near-beautiful, 
streets 


ree-lined and homes painted in har- 
mony. Among those mentioned was 
he village of Kohler, modern Amer- 
can industrial city, planned at his 
(chest around bis plants near She- 
wygan.

•4/HO WILL PAY IT? 


A congressional effort is again being 


made this year to abolish the Pujlraan 
surcharge of one-half the price of a 
Pullman ticket, this half being turned 
over to the railroads. 


Three years ago a veiy natural agi- 


tation to have this charge abolished 
was carried up to the interstate com- 
merce commission. That body after a 
long investigation decided the charge 
was justified. The Pullman company 
provides the cars. But the railroads 
have to pull them, and that means few- 
er ' passengers in heavier cars than in 
the regular coaches. They must pro- 
vide extra switching and parking of 
Pullman cars in terminals. They fur- 
nish club and observation cars free of 
additional charge to Pullman passen- 
gers. 


Much more important than these 


facts of actual expense to the railroads, 
however, is the question who would 
make up the revenue lost if the Pull- 
man surcharge should be abolished. 


The net profit from all passenger 


service for all American railroads last 
year was $26,691,000 according to rail- 
road figures. The Pullman surcharge 
paid the railroads $40,195,000. With 
the surcharge abolished the net loss in- 
dicated on all passenger service would 
have been more than $10,000,000. The 
interstate 
commerce 
commission 


would simply be required to niake this 
up—as well as the lost profit, since 
the railroads still fall short of a fair re- 
turn—by making day coach passengers 
and freight customers pay higher fares 
and rates. Why should they? 
Even if 


it be admitted that Pullman travel is 
no longer a luxury but a necessity, 
why should freight users and coach 
passengers stand the extra cost of ac- 
commodating Pullman travelers?

When does a child feel justified 


In disobeying? Here are some of 
the reasons: 


If he thinks you are , indifferent 


and don't really care whether he 
obeys or not. 


If he thinks the law he oversteps 


Is of no Importance. 


If it Is impossible for him to obey 


on account of some unusual circum- 
stance. 
If he sees his parents breaking the 


same law. 


If he possesses more knowledge 


about a certain subject, than his 
parents and knows he possesses it. 


But more than for any other rea- 


son a child will disobey and -feel 
justified.in doing so, if he gets the 
idea that certain rules made for him 
are unjust. 


I know that many parents believe 


in unquestioning obedience. 
And 


that is as it should be. Obedience 
should be unquestioning. 
But 
if 


obedience Is questioned, then the 
chances are that there is a good rea- 
son for questioning it and for dis- 
obedience, particularly if the offense 
is often repeated. 


DISOBEDIENT—BUT WHY? 
So if you have a boy or a girl 


who persists in overstepping .the 
bounds of authority in any particular 
thing, I should begin to think It 
over. Is he wrong, or is the trouble 
with you and the law you have 
made? 


Is the law reasonable? Are you 


sure the thing you are asking him 
to do is right, just and fair? 
, 


If you are convinced that you are 


not playing tyrant and not demand- 
Ing something out of all bounds, 
then consider the other things. 


Is it a foolish thing you demand? 


Does your child think it a law worth 
obeying? "Does he respect it? 


Maybe it is something you know 


absolutely nothing about, while he 
i» well informed. 
Tou may say, 


"Don't go skating, John, the ice is 
thin and dangerous," while he him- 
self saw two men making tests and 
«. policeman setting up a sign that 
read: "Safe! Ice-skating Today." 


Again, you may be doing the very 


.thing you won't allow him to do. 
That is your right, of course, but it 
5s food for thought. It may be the 
cause of his feeling privileged to do 
it too. 
'• Few children deliberately disobey 
the same law repeatedly unless they 
feel Justified. And you cannot do 
"much About it until you find out the 
reason for this feeling.

Tokay, Hungary — W) — Tokay 


wine, the renowned product of na- 
ture's gigantic hothouse vineyard, 
has maintained its world-wide -fame 
unchallenged. Tokay is almost ex- 
clusively a product of Hungary. 


Ideal weather conditions prevail 


m'fhe Tokay district throughout the 
year. 
The sun shines every day 


and rains are few. Winter is as 
mild as in Florida, the reason being 
that the region is encircled by the 
Carpathian range in the north, east 
and west. The whole population Is 
engaged in growing grapes. 
* 


There are certain kinds of grapes 


which predominate. The 
furmint, 


the yellow muscatel and the linden- 
blattridge in particular, ripen early 
and are sweet, delicate and a'.omatic. 


Picking begins usually toward the 


end of September and lasts about 
two months. By that time a great 
many of the grapes wither on the 
stem and it is from these that the 
best wine is produced. The price of 
Tokay wine depends on whether or 
not enough grapes have been with- 
ered to meet the demand. 


When there are only a few with- 


ered grapes they are mingled with 
berries and the Szamorod Tokay, a 
cheaper, less sweet wine, is the re- 


sult. When, as often happens, with 
ered berries are plentiful they ar« 
worked into a sort of dough 
and 


mixed with unfermcnted Tokay. In 
this way the pressing is done almost 
without delay. What gives the To- 
kay wines their rare qualities is the 
relation between the 
quantity 
of 


withered berries and 
unfermented 


wines. To obtain a first class Tokay 
the makers use 130 quarts of un- 
fermented 
grape 
juice 
and 
100 


pounds of withered berries. , 


The barrel in which the withered 


grapes have been gathered has at 
its bottom an opening with a little 
pipe attached to it. The weight of 
the grapes push their 
own juice 


through the pipe into a receptacle. 
This thick, heavy, sweet Juice, with 
its exceedingly high sugar percent- 
age, turns into an 
excellent 
wine 


after a few years of fermentation.

There he had spent 
the winter 


with other "plain people," enjoying 
;heir company and 
the beautiful 


view from the hill, loath to take up 
his residence in the 'half finished ex- 
icutive mansipn a mile away in the 
'swamp." 


Jefferson, "apostle of the masses" 


and founder of the democratic party 
of today, was the first president in- 
augurated in Washington. -George 
Washington's first inauguration took 
place in New York, his second and 
hat of John Adams in Philadelphia. 
The seat of government had been 


moved from Philadelphia to Wash- 
ngton in 1800 and November 27 of 
hat year Jefferson arrived in Wash- 
ngton from his home at Monticello 
and took lodgings 
at the boarding 


house about 200 steps from the capi- 
ol. 


Although there was booming of 
annon, a large attendance of out-of- 
own people and some festivities, the 
nauguration apparently was of Jef- 
ersonian simplicity .-"John Davies, an 
English traveler of the day, contrib- 
utes this description: 


"His dress "was of plain cloth, and 


he road on horseback to the capitol 
without a single guard or even ser- 
vant to. his train,' dismounted with- 
out assistance and hitched the bridle 
of his horse to the palisades." 


Other chroniclers 
say, however, 


that Davis evidently confused Jef- 
'erson's entry into, 
with his exit 


rom, the presidency. Mrs. Upton in 
her 'Our Early Presidents," says: 


"Mr. Jefferson, like Washington, 


was fond of horses, handsome equip- 
ages and handsome 
dress, despite 


what has been said of bis republi- 
can simplicity. He may have ridden 
lorseback tip to the capitol for his 
nauguration, as goes the myth, but 
he meant to have a fine coach and 
our for the occasion— only Jacky 
Ippes, his son-in-law, did not get to 
Washington with them in season." 
What is regarded as an authentic 


-ontemporary account ot the inaugu- 
ration was published in the National 
ntelligencer of March 6 1801. 
It 


said: "A discharge from the corn- 
any of Washington artillery usher- 
d in the day, and about 10 o'clock 


the Alexandria company of riflemen, 
with the company of artillery, par- 
aded in front of the President's lodgr- 
ing-s. 


"At 12 o'clock, Thomas Jefferson, 


attended by a number of his fellow 
citizens, repaired to the capitol. His 
dress was, as usual, that of a plain 
citizen without any distinctive badge 
of office. He entered the capitol un- 
der a discharge of artillery. On his 
entry into the 
senate 
chirrber, 


there were assembled the sera^e and 
the members of the house. The mem- 
bers rose and Mr. Burr left the chair 
of the senate which Mr. Jefferson 
took. 


"After a few minute of silence, Mr. 


Jefferson rose and delivered his ad- 
dress before the largest concourse of 
citizens ever gathered here. 
After 


seating himself for a short period, 
he again rose and approached the 
clerk's table, where the oath of office 
was administered by the chief jus- 
tice; after which he returned to his 
lodgings accompanied by the vie? 
president, chief justice and heads of 
departments, where he was waited 
upon by a number of distinguished 
Citizens. 


"As soon as he withdrew, a dis- 


charge of artillery was made. The 
remainder of the day was devoted to 
festivity and at night there was a 
pretty general illumination." 


Jefferson did not give up his lodg- 


ings at the boarding house for near- 
ly three weeks after this. He made 
himself popular 
with the 
other 


boarders by refusing 
to take the 


head of the table, although urged to 
do so. 


He was described by a visitor as 


"a tall man, with a very red, freck- 
led face and grey neglected hair; 
and rather friendly, though he had 
somewhat-of a cynical 
expression. 


He wore a blue coat, a thick grey 
colored hairy waistcoat, a thick «.» 
underwaistcoat lapped over it, green 
velveteen breeches with pearl but- 
tons, yarn 
stockings and slippers 


down at the heels."

14 that was given to Tunney when 
Dempsey had him on the floor. 


It was openly charged, 
without 


much of a comeback, that Johnson 
had taken what the boys call a 
"dive" and Johnson in later years 
admitted it. But bis admission did 
not cause a sensation. 
The event 


had taken place too many years be- 
for and it sounded like an alibi. ' 


SHADING EYES 


Regardless of what actually hap- 


pened, the above picture was a 
storm center at the time- It shows 
Johnson being counted out- in the 
twenty sixth round WITH HIS ARM 
UPRAISED TO SHIELD HIS EYES 
FROM THE SUN. Bqxing men, at 
that time, said that Johnson's po- 


sition could be explained in 
three 


ways—that hie was faking the finish, 
that he was listening- to the count 
with the intention of getting up be- 
fore 10, or that he was exhausted 
and that the arm just fell Into that 
position by the 
force of natural 


gravity. 


Some of the best writers of the 


day expressed 
the opinion that 


Johnson, obviously fat and out of 
condition as the picture shows, was 
battered into a state of exhaustion 
by the superbly trained Willard and 
that while not actually knocked out 
he was physically unable to get up 
and took an out. 


They recalled that in the rest be- 


tween previous rounds Johnson had 
nodded to his white wife, who was 
seated in one of the ringside chairs 
and' that upon receiving the signal 
she bad "arisen hastily and had left 
the arena. This was taken to mean 
that Johnson knew he was licked 
and that he didn't want his wife to 
see bun get the knockout punch. 


Johnson gave another reason for 


the exchange of signals in his story 
told years later. He said it had been 
arranged that, for a certain sum of 
money, he was to take the dive, but 
that he wouldn't fill his part of ^the 
arrangement until the money had 
been paid to his wife. 
She was to 


signal him from the ringside when 
the money was paid and leave the 
arena. He was then 
to 
continue 


long enough to allow her to get 
away. 


Opinions, of course, varied. 
It 


seemed agreed among the experts, 
however, 
that 
Johnson 
was 


thoroughly beaten and that he 
would have been knocked stiff if he 
had not taken the count when he 
did. Admitting that point, however, 
there were doubts expressed 
that 


Johnson would not have had to take 
the beating if he didn't want to and 
that he could have won hi half the 
distance if he so wished. 


The picture, however, shows the 


difference in the condition of the 
two men. Willard never was trained 
as well as he was that day and 


Johnson obviously was in very poor 
condition. 


BRITISH BOXERS "RESIGN" 
If Johnson had not "confessed" in 


later years his act might have been 
passed down with only technical 
censure. There is a difference be- 
tween "quitting" and "diving." A 
British boxer, who sees that he is 
hopelessly beaten, can quit in per- 
fectly good grace to save himself 
from unnecessary punishment. The 
British call it the act of "resigning," 
or "retiring," and,they do not think 
it reflects upon the courage or 
sportsmanship of the man quitting. 


Willard quit in his fight with Jack 


Dempsey. He- was so badly beaten 
he wouldn't continue and there was 
no scandal about it- Several years 
later, in his fight with Firpo, Wil- 
lard1 also quit. He took the count on 
one knee and walked right over to 
his corner when the count had been 
delivered. He said he knew he was 
through, that he was losing control 
of his legs and feared actually for 
the safety of his life if he continued.
